New Yorkers celebrate marriage law 

NEW YORK Two days after the state legalized same-sex marriages, New 
York’s annual Gay Pride Parade seemed more like a brash, colorful wed- 
ding procession Sunday than an annual rally. 

Parade organizers estimated as many as 2 million spectators turned out 
to celebrate the 42nd annual LGBT Pride March on Sunday. Many consid- 
ered it the most electric in the parade’s history. 

Although this year’s theme was “Proud and Powerful,” the New York gay 
community feted the legalization of same-sex marriage, which was signed 
into law late Friday by Gov. Andrew Cuomo. 

“I have participated in it for many years, but it is extra special today,” 
Cuomo said at a news conference before the parade set off. reuters

Fifty-one floats prepared for the 
Chicago Pride Parade were found 
vandalized Sunday morning. 

Floats stored in the 4800 block of 
South Halsted Street had their tires 
damaged overnight, according to 
Chuck Huser, owner of Associated 
Attractions Enterprises Inc., a pa- 
rade float business, and police. 

Police got the initial report of the 
vandalism at 6 a.m., according to Po- 
lice News Affairs Officer Michael 
Sullivan. A manager and other work- 
ers arrived at the facility about 5 a.m. 
and found the vandalism, police said. 

The floats had their tires punc- 
tured, police said. There was no 
accompanying graffiti or other in- 
dication about why the tires were 
damaged, so police were investigat- 
ing the damage as property damage 
crimes, pending further investiga- 
tion, Chicago Police News Affairs 
Officer John Mirabelli said. 

According to the Windy City 
Times, Huser said the floats 
were undamaged when he left at 
8 p.m. Saturday, but that when he 
returned at 5 a.m. Sunday numerous 
floats each had two tires punctured. 
Huser told the website that his 
company was scrambling to get the 
tires repaired in time for the parade, 
which kicked off about noon about 
12 miles north at Halsted Street and 
Belmont Avenue. 

As rainbow flag-waving throngs 
crowded behind metal barricades 
along Halsted Street, parade coordi- 
nator Richard Pfeiffer said employ- 
ees of the float company and parade 
participants were “working fever- 
ishly” to replace the tires. Huser said 
that 20 minutes before the parade 
stepped off, all but about 12 floats 
had been repaired. 

Pfeiffer said starting the parade 
late was not an option, but changing 
the order of floats was an option. 

“We’re not going to let a thing like 
this stop us,” Pfeiffer said. 

The tires on openly gay state Rep. 
Kelly Cassidy’s float were damaged, 
she said. Her first thought, she said, 
was an incredulous “Really?”

Who would have thought we would ever 
equate being online with being outgoing? 

Well, maybe Mark Zuckerberg. After 
all, he said people are naturally more 
engaged when their friends are involved. 

The newly released results of a study 
conducted by the Pew Research Center’s 
Internet & American Life Project— 
which, interestingly was done by phone— found that people who have 
Facebook accounts have a higher degree of social well-being than 
those who steer clear of friends, pokes and walls. 

According to University of Pennsylvania professor Keith Hampton, 
the lead author of the report, some of the findings from last fall’s 
survey of 2,255 American adults include: 

» Someone who visited the site multiple times a day was two and a 
half times more likely to attend a political rally or meeting, 57 percent 
more likely to persuade someone to vote for a candidate and 43 per- 
cent more likely to have said he or she would vote. 

» On an average day 15 percent of Facebook users update their own 
status, 22 percent comment on a friend’s post or status, 20 percent 
comment on a friend’s photos, 26 percent “like” a friend’s content and 
10 percent send a friend a private message. 

» And just in case you think Facebook is going away anytime soon, 
the numbers would indicate otherwise. Of social networking website 
users, 92 percent are on Facebook, 29 percent (still) use MySpace, 

18 percent are on Linkedln and just 13 percent use Twitter. 

Is there anything negative to take away from the survey? Perhaps, 
Hampton said. People who are not online have the smallest social 
networks, are more socially isolated, get the least amount of social 
support and are least likely to vote. 

So log in, say hello to your friends and have fun. Oh, and eat your 
vegetables. 

Knowing what you know now, do you think your life is more en- 
riched by social media? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. You might 
be glad you did.

Security under scrutiny

New security screening procedures will be 
tested at O’Hare starting this summer to allow 
pilots to speed through checkpoints without 
undergoing scans or pat-downs, officials said. 

It’s a first step toward transitioning to a more 
logical risk-based screening and away from 
the current system of treating pilots and passen- 
gers as equal potential security threats, accord- 
ing to the Transportation Security Administra- 
tion. 

Expedited screening of flight attendants, who 
undergo less rigorous security and background 
checks than pilots during the hiring process, will 
occur later, officials said. 

The streamlined screening procedures affect- 
ing the nation’s more than 75,000 airline pilots 
also may help lead to lines moving more briskly 
for passengers going through security At least 
officials hope that will happen. 

Bigger changes at security checkpoints are 
ahead for passengers offended by body scanners 
and pat-downs. TSA Administrator John Pistole 
told the Senate at a hearing last week that the se- 


curity agency expects to start testing a “trusted 
traveler” program later this year. It will feature 
reduced security screening for airline passen- 
gers who agree ahead of time to release personal 
information and undergo a background check, 
officials said. 

But before any of that happens, some experts 
are warning that the TSA’s upcoming experi- 
ment at O’Hare to pre-certify pilots as safe to 
fly contains security weaknesses that could be 
exploited by terrorists. 

Verification of pilot identifications in the 
“Known Crew” testing program at O’Hare will 
be made using photos and real-time airline em- 
ployment data, whereas earlier tests also relied 
on biometric matches, such as fingerprints. Iris 
scans also provide a 100 percent match of the 
person on the scene with a record of the preap- 
proved individual in a database. 

The Air Line Pilots Association Internation- 
al, the nation’s largest pilots union, and the Air 
Transport Association, which represents major 
airlines, are sponsoring the tests. 

“We would define a photograph in the cat- 


egory of a biometric,” said Steve Lott, spokes- 
man for the Air Transport Association, which is 
collecting the pilot data from airlines and mak- 
ing it available to the TSA. “It’s certainly not to 
the degree of an iris scan or a fingerprint, but we 
would say a photo can serve as a clear identifier 
of a person in combination with the informa- 
tion in the database.” 

The exclusion of concrete biometric valida- 
tion, however, concerns some lawmakers. 

“It is imperative that this program include a 
biometric component to verify crew identities, 
thus implementing a higher standard of secu- 
rity and access control,” said U.S. Rep. Bennie 
Thompson (D-Miss.) ranking member of the 
House Committee on Homeland Security 

Some aviation security experts also caution 
that a document-based system can be defeated 
by sophisticated individuals. 

“If somebody has forged a driver’s license and 
a phony airline ID card of a current employee, 
that is a major loophole,” said Robert Poole, di- 
rector of transportation studies at the Reason 
Loundation.

Records indicate that the company had 
19 previous safety violations, Weener said. 
But he warned that further inquiry was in 
order, since officials didn’t have the “con- 
text” to put the violations in perspective. 

‘An investigation of this sort has many 
different facets,” Weener said. ‘As we’ve 
gotten into the investigation we’ve real- 
ized there are other skills and specialties 
that we need, such as fire inspectors.” 

Investigations such as this one can take 
up to a year to complete, Weener added. 

Skid marks show the driver of the truck 
involved in the crash slammed on his 
brakes and slid more than 300 feet before 
hitting the train, Weener said at an earlier 
news conference.

Police said the strange event occurred 
June 17 at the Hanuman Yoga Festival 
when a woman using the facility noticed 
movement inside the storage tank and 
asked a male bystander to investigate. The 
man told police he saw someone inside the 
tank covered in a tarp. 

A security guard waited outside the lava- 
tory for 10 minutes until a shirtless, bare- 
foot man with numerous cuts on his back 
and legs, and covered in feces, emerged. 

The guard tried unsuccessfully to ap- 
prehend him as he ran from the festival 
grounds. 

Boulder Police Chief Mark Beckner said 
in a written statement that his department 
received a dozen tips on the suspect’s iden- 
tity 

The man faces one count of unlawful 
sexual contact and one count of criminal 
invasion of privacy both misdemeanors. 

He is being held on a $1,000 bond for 
the panhandling charge, and a $1,500 bond 
for the alleged toilet offenses.

How important is Paul Konerko to the White 
Sox? 

He leads the team in RBIs (io more than 
Carlos Quentin), hits, home runs, total bas- 
es, on-base percentage, slugging percentage 
and batting average. He’s second in walks 
and actually has a stolen base. On Sunday he 
knocked in the Sox’s only run in their 2-1 loss 
to Washington. 

What’s all that add up to? That can’t be de- 
termined, of course, but it’s safe to say the Sox 
would not be 38-41 and 4.5 games out of first 
in the AL Central without him. He’s undoubt- 
edly the team’s MVP roughly halfway through 
the season. 

In fact, it’s not too far-fetched to put him 
in the race for the American League MVP. 
Especially if the Sox can eventually win the 
division and make the playoffs. 


Konerko is keeping pace with the league 
leaders in many categories as of Sunday after- 
noon. Among those with a significant number 
of at-bats, he’s eighth with a .325 average, third 
in slugging percentage and eight in on-base 
percentage. He’s fourth with 21 homers, sec- 
ond with 59 RBIs and fourth with 91 hits. 

But the man fans call Paulie won’t have any- 
thing to do with the MVP talk. 

“I’m not even answering questions about 
that stuff,” Konerko said last week. “That’s 
ridiculous, sorry. 

“I don’t mean to not answer your question. 
... That shouldn’t be in anybody’s interview in 
June, I don’t think, regardless of what anyone 
is doing. That’s how I feel about it.” 

That won’t stop the talk, though. And if 
Konerko keeps up his current pace of produc- 
tion, it’ll only amplify it.
